Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  reporting-  that  the  health  conditions 
of  the  District  in  1947  as  judged  by  the  infant  mortality  and 
tuberculosis  death  rates  were  satisfactory.  The  death  rate 
was  higher  than  that  of  England  and  Wales,  mainly  because 
of  the  higher  proportion  of  elderly  persons  in  the  population. 
The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  low. 

The  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  J.  Haslam, 
has  been  incorporated  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  him  for  the 
information  supplied.

The  District  is  mainlv  agricultural  and  residential,  but 
there  are  some  miners  from  neighbouring  collieries  residing 
in  the  town. 

The  land  is  mainly  flat  and  low-lying  with  some  undula¬ 
tion  in  the  out-lying  parts — minimum  elevation  25  feet  and 
maximum  225  feet.  Drainage  is  to  the  River  Trent  via  (a) 
Paper  Mill  Dyke  from  the  west,  (b)  River  Torne  and  Goole 
Dyke  from  the  south-east  and  (c)  Dadslev  Wells  stream 
from  the  north.

POPULATION 


The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  at 
mid  year  1947  was  2407  which  is  IS  more  than  that  of  the 
previous  year.  This  increase  is  mostly  made  up  of  the 
natural  increase  (excess  of  live  births  over  deaths)  of  15. 

BIRTHS 

There  were  54  live  Births  (M.39,  F.15)  or  5  less  than 
the  previous  year  giving  a  birth  rate  of  22.4  of  the  population. 
The  provisional  estimate  for  England  and  Wales  was  20.5. 

T1  lere  was  one  still  birth  during  the  year,  the  same  as 
1946.  The  still  birh  rate  was  the  same  as  the  previous  year 
0.42. 


DEATHS 

39  deaths  from  all  causes  were  recorded  (M.24,  F.15) 
giving  a  crude  death  rate  of  16.2  compared  with  a  similar 
death  rate  of  12.0  for  England  and  Wales.  The  death  rate 
for  1946  was  8.8.

The  increase  ifi  deaths  was  mainly  in  diseases  of  the 
heart  etc.  There  were  17  in  1947  compared  with  6  in  1946. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  1947,  for  the 
tenth  year  in  succession. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

Only  one  male  infant  under  the  age  of  1  year  died 
during  1947  and  this  was  due  to  prematurity.  This  gives 
an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  18.5  compared  with  rates  of 
45  for  the  Administrative  County  of  the  West  Riding  and 
41  for  England  and  Wales.  It  is1  a  decided  decrease  from 
last  year’s  rate  of  51  when  3  deaths  took  place.

2,  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  2  notifications  of  tuberculosis  during  the 
year.  One  respiratory  tuberculosis  (F.  aged  4)  and  one 
non-respiratory  (M.  aged  10) . 

There  was  one  death'  during  the  year  from  lion- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  (F.  aged  4)  and  none  from  respiratory 
tuberculosis,  giving  a  death  rate  of  0.42  compared  with  0.55 
for  England  and  Wales. 

At  the  end  of  1947  there  were  7  cases  (M.  5,  F.  2)  of 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis  remaining  on  the  register,  an 
increase  of  1  on  figures  for  1946.  There  were  7  cases  (M.  3, 
F.  4)  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  remaining  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  1947. 

3.  Scabies. 

A  few  eases  suffering  from  this  infestation  were 
treated  at  the  Cleansing  Station  in  Doncaster.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

'FOR  THE  AREA, 

Ambulances 

The  County  Ambulance  Service  provides  ambulance 
facilities  in  the  district,  under  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  1946.  The  main  ambulance  depot  is 
at  Bentley,  near  Doncaster  (Telephone  :  Doncaster  49468) . 
In  the  near  future  an  ambulance  sub-depot  will  be  established 
at  Rossington  with  a  12-hour  6-day  week  service.  Night 
calls  will  be  answered  from  Bentley  and  Maltby.

Nursing  Areas  and  Health  Visitors. 

* 

Nurse  B.  Scott  is  the  Health  Visitor  for  the  District 
and  is  employed  by  the  West  Riding-  County  Council. 

Nurse  E.  Hawksworth,  5  Common  Lane,  Tickhill, 
combines  the  duties  of  district  nurse  and  midwife  for  the 
area.  She  is  employed  in  a  lull  time  capacity  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  under  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  1946. 

There  is  no  Child  Welfare  Centre  or  Ante  Natal  Clinic 
in  the  area.  The  nearest  centre  is  at  Bawtry,  where  Ante 
Natal  Clinics  are  held  every  2nd  and  4th  Wednesday  after¬ 
noons  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  every  Monday  morning. 
Ante  natal  supervision  by  the  family  doctor  'is  available  to 
all  mothers  desiring  it.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  Water, 

The  number  of  dwelling'  houses  now  on  public  supply  in 
this  area  is  613,  an  increase  of  8  on  1946  when  there  were 
605.  56  dwelling-  houses  are  not  on  public  supply.

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

The  district  is  satisfactorily  sewered,  except  in  the 
Lindrick  area,  which  is  too  low  to  be  drained  into  existing 
sewers. 

49  houses  in  the  area,  including  the  Lindrick  area  are 
not  connected  to  sewers. 

The  sewage  works  are  modern  and  satisfactory. 


2.  Rivers  and  Streams

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SECTION  D 


HOUSING. 

During-  the  period  1939-45  only  a  limited  amount  of 
approved  essential  repair  work  was  carried  out  throughout 
the  district. 

Preparation  commenced  in  1944  to  enhance  a  housing 
programme  for  commencement  immediately  upon  the 
termination  of  hostilities.  Part  of  this  scheme  was  to  erect 
18  houses  on  the  Council’s  Pinfold  estate,  6  of  these  houses 
were  completed  up  to  1946  and  the  remaining  12  erected 
in  1947  thus  completing  this  part  of  the  programme.  An 
additional  site  adjacent  to  this  was  acquired  and  10  houses 
were  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  are  notv  under 
construction.

SECTION  E 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  IVlElk. 

Sampling  for  the  cleanliness  of  milk  is  done  regularly 
by  the  inspectors  of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  and  cases  of 
repeated  lack  of  cleanliness  are  reported  to  the  Local 
Sanitary  Authority.  No  such  reports  were  received  during 

1947. 

Cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  occurring  at  farms 
producing  milk  are  removed  to  the  isolation  hospital.

(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods. 

The  report  of  the  meat  inspection  is  as  follows  : — 

“During  the  year  regular  visits  were  made  to  butchers 
shops  in  Tickhill  and  in  every  case  the  premises  were  found 
to  be  clean.  The  quality  of  the  meat  supplied  was  in  my 
view  good,  considering  present  conditions,  and  it  arrived 
unsoiled  in  transit.  Visits  were  paid  to  other  food  shops 
when  necessary,  and  a  small  quantity  of  tinned  foods  and 
soft  fruit  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
This  was  replaced. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  add  that  in  my  opinion 
the  food  position  in  Tickhill  is  entirely  satisfactory.”  »

(c)  Adulteratiosi5  etc. 

The  Acts  governing  the  adulteration  of  food  are  adminis¬ 
tered  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council.
